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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a molding which can be fixed with a magnetic 
article by 

magnetic attraction, by incorporating a fine metal powder in a 
synthetic resin 
material during molding. 

CONSTITUTION: A fine metal powder (e.g., iron powder) is 
incorporated in a 

synthetic resin material (e.g., vinyl sheet) during molding. A 
molding [e.g., 

.cooler (ice) box] obtained in this way can be used for outdoor 
sports, night 

fishing, recreation, etc., and when one takes something necessary out 
of the 

box at night, he is inconvenienced by the darkness around his feet or 
inside 
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the box- if a magnetic vessel prepared by this process is used as 
such a box, 

a light can be located because it can be easily attached magnetically 
to the 

top or back of the lid 2 of the vessel 1 (e.g., cooler box ) . 
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
